The reply filed on October 21 , 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the applicant was required to 
make an election of species between Figs. 4-9, which are different embodiments of the 
claimed invention, see pages 3-7 of the office action dated September 26, 2005. 
Currently Fig. 4 is species I, drawn to claims 1-4 and 10-12; Fig. 5 is species II, drawn 
to claims 1, 2. 4, 5, and 10-12; Fig. 6 is species III, drawn to claims 1, 2, 6, 7, and 10- 
12; Fig. 7 is species IV, drawn to claims 1, 2, 6, and 10-12; Fig. 8 is species V, drawn to 
claims 1, 2, 8, and 10-12; and Fig. 9 is species VI, drawn to claims 1, 2, and 9-12. See
